That’s  the  consensus  of  BYU’s  homecoming  royalty  following  a brief 
visit  with  the  95-year-old  president  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  Friday  in  his  Hotel  Utah  office  suite. 

Queen  Cherlyn  Olson  remarked,  “I  feel  like  I’ve  just  visited  heaven.” 
Chris  Johannes,  first  attendant,  said  she  didn’t  want  to  leave  the 
President’s  office  while  second  attendant  Suzanne  Parker  dabbed  a tear 
away  from  her  cheek. 

As  the  royalty  was  leaving  the  President’s  office,  Miss  Claire 
Middlemiss,  personal  secretary  to  the  President,  told  him  she  was  taking 
the  group  over  to  the  Church  Office  Bldg,  to  see  his  office  there.  “Help 
yourselves,”  the  President  said  with  a gleaming  smile. 

PERSONALITIES 

Accompanying  the  royalty  were  BYU  Vice  President  Clyde  D. 
Sandgren,  Stewart  Grow,  Jr.,  homecoming  chairman,  Jim  Calder, 
royalty  chairman,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Curtis  Wynder. 

At  the  Church  Office  Bldg.  Miss  Middlemiss  opened  one  volume  of 
the  diary  she  keeps  for  Pres.  McKay  and  told  the  royalty,  “Your  names 
will  be  listed  in  here  under  important  people.”  She  told  a brief  history 
of  Pres.  McKay’s  life  and  said,  “The  President  will  never  tell  of  his 
many  achievements.  He’s  such  a humble  and  generous  man.”  But  on  the 
walls  of  his  office  one  could  see  evidences  of  his 
accomphshments . . . ranging  from  the  1968  BYU  Exemplary  Manhood 
Award  to  a letter  from  King  Paul  of  Greece. 

“The  President  has  a great  amount  of  magnetism,”  added  Miss 
Middlemiss,  “and  he  loves  people.”  Looking  back  on  her  17  years  as 
secretary.  Miss  Middlemiss  commented,  “He’s  greater  than  any  of  us 
know— and  is  in  touch  with  a spiritual  sphere  to  which  many  of  us  are 
dead.”

Many  students  suppose  they  are  too  young  and 
Inexperienced  to  play  a significant  role  In 
community  and  political  affairs.  This  need  not  be 
the  case. 

Latter-day  Saints  believe  Americans— young  and 
old— are  responsible  for  helping  to  provide  sound 
government.  The  First  Presidency  has  charged  on 
various  occasions:  "Every  member  of  the  Church 
who  is  qualified  should  vote  to  exercise  his 
God-given  franchise  ...  We  urge  our  members  to  do 
their  civic  duty  and  to  assume  their  responsibilities 
as  individual  citizens." 

Mormons  contend  the  founding  and  establishing 
of  America  has  been  through  divine  guidance.  From 
this  and  a belief  in  maintaining  free  agency  stems  a 
strong  conviction  for  participating  in  government 
and  civic  affairs. 

Young  people  are  gaining  more  recognition,  not 
only  because  of  their  often  radical  and  novel 
approaches  to  problems,  but  because  they  are  so 
numerous.  By  1970  over  50  per  cent  of  the 
population  in  the  United  States  will  be  under  25. 
Although  many  university  students  have  not 
reached  voting  age,  the  fact  that  various  problems 
involve  them  should  be  a stimulus  to  take  part  in 
community  and  national  concerns. 

For  instance,  the  draft  can  be  a real  threat  to  men 
in  garnering  a college  education.  Young  women 
must  often  rearrange  plans  because  boyfriends  or 
husbands  are  called  to  serve. 

How  about  the  proposal  of  lowering  the  voting 
requirement  to  18  years?  Since  there  are  nearly  10 
million  people  between  18  and  21,  a great  deal  of 
power  could  be  wielded  by  this  group  if  some 
initiative  were  taken. 

If  prospective  voters  have  legitimate  complaints 
about  the  method  of  drafting,  the  voting  age

Jarring  passed  it  along  promptly  to 
Riad  and  Jordanian’s  Foreign  Minister 
Abdul  Monem  Rifa’i.  Egypt  gave 
copies  to  other  Arab  countries  at  her 
U.N.  Mission  in  New  York  Saturday 
and  a spokesman  said  Egypt  would 
reply  in  two  or  three  days. 

One  ambassador  said  he  expected 
Egypt  to  accept  all  parts  of  the 
memorandum  that  did  not  conflict 
with  the  council  resolution. 

The  resolution  says  the  U.N.  special 
representative  should  promote 
agreement  and  an  accepted  settlement 
for  lasting  peace,  including  Israeli 
withdrawal  from  Arab  territories 
occupied  in  the  war  and  Arab 
acknowledgement  of  Israel’s 
sovereignty  within  recognized 
boundaries. 

Egypt  could  hold  the  memorandum 
to  be  in  conflict  with  the  resolution 
because  it  Jerusalem  and  implies  that 
Israel  means  to  stay  there.

Shirra  Fed  Up  With  Astro  Games 


SPACE  CENTER,  HOUSTON 
(AP)-Apollo  7 commander  Walter  M. 
Schirra  Jr.,  annoyed  by  flight  plan 
changes,  laid  down  the  law  Sunday  to 
Mission  Control:  ‘T’ve  had  it  up  here. 
We’re  not  going  to  accept  any  new 
games.” 

Schirra,  45-year-old  veteran 
astronaut  in  space  for  his  last  time, 
snapped  and  growled  at  Mission 
Control  about  the  food  supply  and  the 
work  load  through  the  10th  day  of  its 
ll-day  flight. 

‘i’ve  had  it  up  here  today  and  from 
now  on  I’m  going  to  be  an  on-board 
flight  director  for  these  updated  flight 
plan  changes,”  said  Schirra.  “We’re  not 
going  to  accept  any  new  games,  like 
doing  some  crazy  testing  we  never 
heard  of  before.” 

Schirra’s  subdued  explosion  came 
after  Mission  Control  asked  him,  Air 
Force  Maj.  Donn  F.  Eisele  and  Walter 
Cunningham  to  run  some  on-board 
computer  tests  which  had  not  been 
planned.  He  also  was  irritated  by  what 
he  claims  was  a change  in  the  profile  of 
firing  the  service  propulsion  rocket 
engine. 

Schirra  lost  an  argument  which 
started  Saturday  with  his  boss,  chief 


astronaut  Donald  K.  Slayton. 

The  Apollo  7 crew  had  wanted  to 
return  to  earth  Tuesday  not  wearing 
their  pressure  space  suits.  Slayton  left 
the  subject  open  Saturday,  but  Sunday 
he  closed  it. 

Slayton  said  the  crew  were  to  wear 
the  suits,  but  had  the  option  of  leaving 
off  their  helmets  after  the  spacecraft 
passes  the  50,000-foot  mark. 

“Thanks  for  at  least  ^ving  us  an 
option  on  it,”  Schirra  said. 

Head  colds  suffered  early  in  the 
flight  left  the  crew  with  clogged  ears. 
Schirra  said  Saturday  he  was  afraid  the 
astronauts’  ear  drums  could  be 
damaged  by  the  pressure  change  of 
re-entry  unless  they  could  equalize  the 
pressure  by  holding  their  noses  and 
blowing.  He  wanted  to  leave  the 
helmets  and  suits  off  during  re-entry. 

But  Slayton  said  the  crew  would 
have  to  wear  the  suits  so  their  feet 
would  be  restrained.  Without  the 
restraint,  he  said,  the  crew  could  suffer 
leg  damage. 

A passive  thermal  test,  which 
required  the  crew  to  put  Apollo  7 into 
a slow  tumble,  angered  Schirra  and  his 
teammates. 

“I  wish  you  would  find  out  the 


idiot’s  name  who  thought  up  this  test,” 
the  spacecraft  commander  growled.  “I 
want  to  find  out  and  I want  to  talk  to 
him  personally  when  I get  back  down.” 

The  mission  controllers  also  caught 
heat  from  Eisele  after  he  tried  a 
navigation  experiment.

The  Western  Asian  Conference,  held 
at  BYU  Oct  18-19,  brought  together 
approximately  100  professors, 
specialists,  and  students  interested  in 
learning  about  recent  research  on  Asia. 

According  to  Dr.  Paul  V.  Hyer,  of 
BYU’s  history  faculty  “34  academic 
institutions  were  represented  at  the 
conference,  and  5 1 scholars  presented 
research  papers  and/or  participated  in  a 
discussion  panel” 

Dr.  Lee  W.  Farnsworth,  Chairman  of 
the  Western  Asian  Conference, 
expressed  his  pleasure  in  the  results  of 
the  conference.  “I  enjoyed  acting  as 
host  for  such  a professional  and 
excellent  conference,  and  am  pleased 
at  the  large  number  of  first-rate  papers 
presented  by  the  participating 
scholars.” 

He  further  stated,  “The  participants 
felt  this  was  one  of  the  best  organized 
and  friendliest  conferences  they  have 
ever  attended.  Several  have  commented 
that  the  quality  of  the  scholarly  papers 
were  among  the  finest  ever  presented 
at  an  Asian  Conference.” 

Holden  Furber,  president  of  the 
Association  for  Asian  Studies,  gave  the 
presidential  address  at  the  Friday 
evening  dinner  meeting.  He  gave  a 
series  of  stories  and  incidents  relating 
to  Indo-American  relations  in  historical 
perspective. 

BYU’s  Asian  students  presented  a 
program  at  the  dinner  meeting  They 
performed  a classical  Japanese  dance 
and  sang  folksongs  from  India,  China, 
and  Japan. 

Dr.  John  Sorensen,  of  General 
Research  Corporation,  said  at  the 
conference  that  because  of 
modernization  influences,  the  rural 
society  of  Vietnam  will  never  be  able 
to  return  to  its  pre-war  stable  society. 
Stability  can  only  come  from  the  new 
influences  brought  in  from  Western 
countries  or  from  North  Vietnam. 

Dr.  Philip  D.  Caine,  of  the  Air  Force 
Academy,  expressed  his  idea  that 
guerrilla  warfare,  now  practiced  in  the 
rural  country,  could  be  effectively 
carried  out  in  the  cities.  When  asked  if 
guerrilla  warfare  would  work  in  the 
major  cities  in  the  U.S.,  his  reply  was 
“Yes,  very  definitely.”

Drop  Tilt 
To  Utes 


Utah  quarterback  Scott  Robbins 
broke  a 7-7  tie  late  in  the  fourth 
quarter  to  give  the  Ute  freeman  a 13-7 
victory  over  the  BYU  frosh  in  Provo 
Friday. 

It  was  early  in  the  fourth  period  with 
the  ball  on  the  Utah  25-yard  line  when 
Robbins  sprinted  out  to  his  right,  went 
almost  to  the  sidelines,  ducked  up  field 
for  about  10  yards  and  swung  swiftly 
back  to  his  left,  angling  clear  across  the 
pidiron  as  he  went  all  the  way  for  the 
winning  touchdown. 

Up  to  that  point,  the  Utes  had  the 
upper  hand  but  could  not  score, 
although  they  did  get  close  enough  to 
try  four  field  goals-none  of  which  hit. 

Both  early  touchdowns  came  as  a 
result  of  fumbles.  On  the  second  play 
of  the  game  the  Kittens  fumbled  on 
the  BYU  19  with  the  Utes  pouncing  on 
the  loose  pigskin.  Three  plays  later  the 
Utes  led  by  seven. 

On  the  next  to  the  last  play  of  the 
first  quarter,  Blake  Sudweeks  of  BYU 
recovered  a Utah  fumble  on  the  Ute  21 
to  get  the  Kittens  in  position  for  the 
TD  drive. 

Stan  Frazer  made  four  yards,  and 
two  plays  later  quarterback  Eddie 
Cameron  fired  to  Dan  Taylor  for  10 
yards.  Four  plays  later  with  the  ball  on 
the  three-yard  line,  Cameron  hit  Merrill 
Marvosh  for  the  TD. 

Utah  dominated  most  of  the  second 
half  with  BYU  fumbling  in  the  last 
minute  of  play  when  the  ball  was  on 
the  Utah  seven,  allowing  the  Utes  to 
escape  with  their  victory.

Provo  now  has  a regularly-scheduled 
commercial  airline  to  help  alleviate  its 
commuting  problems. 


Ringing  from  the  rafters,  the  sounds 
of  freedom  left  each  student  with  a 
desire  to  become  a better  citizen. 

‘The  Sounds  of  Freedom,”  who 
performed  Thursday  night  in  the  De 
Jong  Concert  Hall,  broke  all 
attendance  records  for  a concert  and 
left  standing  room  only  to  the  late 
arrivers.
